SPEAKS .OF ENGLISH MISRULE 


IRELAND MUST HAVE AN ALLY 


TO WIN WITH ARMS. 


Boston, Oct. 20,—A notable gather- 


ing of leaders of international repu- 
tation made remarkable the opening 
of the first convention of the United 
Irish league in this city today. John 
B. Bedmond, M. P., Michael Davitt 
and, John Dillon, M. P., envoys from 
Ireland; Hon. Edward Blake, Irish 
M. P.; United States Senator Smith, 
of New Jersey; Patrick Egan, former 
United States minister to Chili, and 
Patrick Ford, of the Irish World, weie 
among the delegates. 


MR. FINEBTY'S ADDRESS. . 


The convention was opened at 11:43 


by National ^ President" John F. Fin- 
nerty, who read the opening address. 


President Finerty in opening saii 


they again assembled in the dual ca- 
pacity of American citizens and allies 
of their Irish kindred to lift up their 
voices in behalf of Ireland's tillers of 
the soil to own the land they culti- 
vate. Now 60,000 Irish husbandmen 
are farmer proprietors and they arc 
so because of the labors and sacrifices 
'of Pamell and Davitt, O'Brien and 
Dillon, Biggar and Redmond, who 
followed in ,the track of -the pioneers 
for Irish liberty. Continuing, he 
said: 


"Today there are other Irish patii- 


ots, the brothers and friends of Ire- 
Jand's delegates to the convention, 
wearing the convict's clothes and per- 
forming hard labors in Irishv jails, 
because they have dared to tell tho 
English prime minister that his rule 
in Ireland is founded on invasiou, 
usurpation, 
confiscation 
and 
the 


breach of treaties, which even savage 
virtue would have 
k respected, but 


wiiieh English greed and jealousy 
systematically violated. 


"Since January 1, 1801, Ireland has 


been, to all intents und purposes, *an 
English province. The union act 
wiped out, as far as parchment aod 
seal could do it, her distinctive na- 
tionality; but the hearts and hands of 
the bulk of the Irish people hav6 been 
and are inflamed and raised against 
the provincial condition. They have 
not accepted the, brand of social aivl 
political inferiority-.

Turbulent Be public* Endanger Live*

Uncle Sam is soon to have a perma- 


nent fleet of warships in the Caribbean 
sea. ,ln fact, the preliminaries have al- 
ready been arranged, and Rear Admi- 
ral Coghlan, second in command of the 
north Atlantic squadron, has been or- 
dered to pioceed to tlie West Indies on 
his flagship, the Olympia, 


AVhile formal orders for a formation 


of a \Yest Indies division of the north 
Atlantic squadron have not been is- 
sued, the dispatch of a flag officer to 
those wnteis practically amounts to 
the same thing. In naval circles it is 
understood that after the winter ma- 
neuvers of the north Atlantic squad- 
ron in the West Indies arc at an end a 
fleet will be permanently established 
there under command of Hear Admiral 
Coghlan. 


The sending of Hear Admiral Cogh- 


lau with his flagship to the West In- 
dies is the result of Secretary Moody's 
determination to afford better protec- 


\ tion for American interests in a local 
, ity where protection is likely to be 


needed at any time. Heretofore the 
United States imal repiesentalion in 
the West Indies has proved inadequate

700 delegates of the United 
Mine 


Workers of America from the hard 
coal mining district of Pennsylvania 
met in the -Nesbitt theater today to 
act on the proposal to settle the long 
strike by arbitration. The conven- 
ion .was called by President Mitchell, 
under the rules' of the union, to vote 
on the plan whicOi he laid before it 
and later explained fully in a lengthy 
address. 


Previous to the assembling of the 


convention there were busy scenes 
•at strike headquarters in the Hart 
Irotel, from where the miners battle 
has 'been directed since the strike was 
called 162 days ago. Before eight 
o'clock the miner delegates, the ma- 
jority of them having arrived on the 
early morning trains, began to gath- 
er there. President Mitchell was the 
centqr -of interest and until he left 
for the convention hall was always 
surrounded by his lieutenants and 
•others. 
The final details for 
the 


•meeting were -arranged in his 'Office 
this morniug'. 


IN GOOD HUMPH. 


The delegates were in the best of 


liumar as they loitered •about the 
hotel lobby. The feeling of the men 
was evidenced in a -brief conversa- 
tion overheard .when delegates troni 
distant points met. Said one: "Well, 
what da you think of the situation 
nowP" 


"Oh, we are 'here to finish it, and 


I guess we will."

Illness Took Sudden Turn After Pro- 


gress Seemed Encouraging— 


Other Mortuary Matters.
